In Penzance, however, he could do no- 
thing with his prescription; nobody, 
would join him in his adventure, and 
ultimately he went to London, with 
what result all the world knows. Lip 
to the time of his death he was the 
owner of house property in Penzance, 
and for many years had the r. nts^of the 
houses regularly collected for him. His 
first adventure does not appear to have 
been prosperous. The profit of the pills 
did not discharge his advertising ac- 
counts, but the court for the relief of 
insolved debtors. The pill professor got 
a new start, in which he found the be- 
nefit of the old advertisements. He 
made money fast, and subsequently paid 
in full his former debts, at least those 
of creditors who preferred placing faith 
in his future to receiving an immediate

Frequently their 
lists of directors contain the names of 
prominent citizens, widely known 
troughout the country, but in nine 
cases out of ten, we venture, this is un- 
thorized and unknown to them. Often, 
too, the names used bear a close re- 
seblance to those of well known people, 
but the initials or manner of spelling 
the name is slightly different. Colorado 
and tho Territories are the favorite 
fields in which these sharks locate their 
mines, yet the Sahara desert would an- 
swer their purpose just, as well only for 
the name. There is no kind of property 
which a person ought to investigate 
more thoroughly before investing in it, 
than mines. Of course all mines are not 
of this class, but, as a rule, those that 
are not, do not go around the country 
seeking investors. The safe ruel for all 
persons of small means would be to 
let them severely alone. — /'htUnlflp/iiq

A French Novel Writer. 

Emile Zola is known in Paris as the 
annual novel writer. When he begins 
his task each year and wishes the scene 
to be laid in one of the nooks of Paris, 
he starts out with a note-book in hand 
to examine the place, ''He enters the 
humblest of tho dwellings of the poor," 
says a Paris correspondent, "questions 
the wife on the impressions of life, asks 
kindly after the husband jots down 
hurried impression of everything going 
on around him, and finally makes an 
inventory of the furniture. He often 
hails an urchin in the street and speaks 
with him for hours ia order to speak 
tho argot of the Parisian faubourgs 
with more facility and thus makes him- 
self more competent to in reduce it into 
his writings when and where he con- 
siders it necessary. He often doll's his 
evening dress, dons a blouse and an 
orthodox workingman's cap, and sits 
down at a table in a village public 
house, with a pint of wine before him, 
treating and conversing with the 
ouvriers, who can not often help admir- 
ing the ill-disguised whiteness of his 
hands and the urbanity of his man 
ners." After he gets all the information 
he wants, ho commences his novel. He 
writes five or six pages regularly every 
day penmanship, and completes it in 
five or six months. 
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Tin- English Army. 



As much as has been said as to tho con- 
dition of the British army of late, it is 
only fair to give Lord Wolaeloy's opinion 
on the subject, given in a speech lately 
delivered at a battalion banquet of the 20 
th Middlesex [title Volunteers. He says: 
You will realise tho fact that we are gut- 
ting a large number of men when 1 tell 
you that last year we enlisted over 33,000 
— the largest number ever enlisted in 
timo of peace within the memory of man. 
Only during some groat wars, liko the 
Crimean or tho Indian Mutiny, have we 
ever enlisted so many before, and on theso 
previous occasions they wore only obtain- 
ed by paying large bounties indeed. But 
when the critics are mot on that aide they 
turn to another quarter and say, "Oh yos 
you get a large number of men, but what 
are they? Poor miserable creatures, 
wie ciied hoys, little mure than children !" 
Now it is only* by going among the men 
themselves and seeing thorn .that a fair 
opinion can bo formed of the quality of 
the recruits wo obtain. Recently I have 
had great opportunities during inspections 
of going among the, rank and file, and it 
ia my opinion that the men who are en- 
listing are certainly as tine as, if not finer 
than, any who have joined the Army since 
the time I first entered it. 1 said just 
now that 33,000 men enlisted last year. 
Of ihoso 91 per cent, are over twenty 
years of nge and 20 per cent, over thirty; 
58 per cent, are over 5 feet 7 inches high; 
Sl'> per cent, are over 35 inches round the 
chest; and 7H per cent, are over two 
years' service. I have means of obtaining 
a tolerably accurate knowledge of what 
goes on in most foreign armies, and L say 
these figures certainly compare most fav- 
orably with the German array, or the 
French army, or the Austrian army, or 
any. army in the world. I maintain that 
there is no other army in tho world which 
can produce such satisfactory results as 
regards the physical condition of the men 
actually nerving with the colors. Next 
wo are told that the u Aiders have fallen 
off, that they are not half as good as they 
used to bo. If any one thinks so let bini 
take the trouble to go down to Woolwich 
or Aldershot and see the daily drill of tho 
cadets, or watch them in their gymnasium 
and I think he will come back with tho 
opinion that ho never saw a liner body of 
young men in his life. When I was a 
young man, if any young officer during 
mess had talked upon military matters be 
would have been scouted as nil intolerable 
boro, or if found reading a military book 
in his room he would bo looked upon as a 
prig. What is the case now? So eager 
is the desire of young officers to learn 
their profession that, if they are not well 
instructed in their military duties, tho 
fault will lio, not with the pupils but with 
thoir instructors — men liko myself who 
aro entrusted with the administration of 
tho army. Of this 1 am quite certain, 
that, taking tho army as a whole — inclu- 
ding tho Militia and Volunteers— at no 
previous period of our history have we 
had one more worthy cf the nation than 
tho army which exists at the present mo- 
ment; and as a military machine, called 
into existence to perform certain duties, it 
is much more efficient, much more effect- 
ive now than when I entered it, or dur- 
ing tho days of the Crimea. You may 
believe mo that, officer for officor, man 
for man, tho army of to-day is moro 
effective than it was before tho Crimean 
war. 1 have only one fault to find with 
it. I remember a most distinguished 
French general, looking at our Infantry, 
said it was tho finest Infantry in the 
world, and he thanked his God thoro were 
bo few of them. My single growl about 
our army is that we have not got enough 
of it. With the enormous work it lias to 
perform all over the world, and its many 
duties at homo, I cannot help feeling that 
our army is not sufficiently largo for tho 
purposes for which it, exists. Remember 
that in our small home army we have to 
manufacture and send abroad 14,000 sol- 
diers annually, in order to maintain in a 
stato of efficiency the troops we have in 
various parts of the world, and when I 
think of that, and of the furthor respon- 
sibility thrown on us of providing 7,000 
men as a garrison in Egypt, I really can- 
not help feeling that tho army at tho pre- 
sent moment is at a dangerous low ebb as 
regards numbers. Hut whether it be 
largo or small, you may rest assured we 
will always try to do our duty to the best 
of our ability, and prove ourselves worthy 
of the Queen whoso uniform we wear and 
of the nation for whose use and benefit 
wo exist.

TUB GUY FOR BFA'TEJ! TEHMS, 

Froru time to time announcements have 
appeared in the coluinna of The Colonist 
that representatives from some of the 
provinces have been at Ottawa pre.-s.sing 
upon the government claims for better 
terms. Jt was hoped that when the gov- 
ernment werb sustained by such un over- 
whelming majority at the polls in the 
general elections of 1882, that it would 
have a sufficiency of courage to resist 
.such appeals- During iho recent discus- 
sion at Ottawa on the railway resolutions, 
it became an open secret t hat unless the 
Province of Quebec received aid, by way 
of "better terms," the support of her 
representatives would bo transferred from 
the present government to another party. 
Some of the other provinces claimed 
equal favors. A crisis at a very important 
period appeared imminent. I he political 
atmosphere was tilled with all sorts of 
rumors. The (ilube, in a double leaded 
article, urged the leaders of the Liberal 
party to open negotiations with the mal 
contents, and offer such terms as would 
secure their support. The Mail charged 
Mr. Blake with being a party m person 
to overtures of a corrupt nature, which 
charges that gentleman naturally denied 
In the meantime it became known that a 
dissension existed in the Cabinet, and that 
severul of the ministry had, or were 
about to resign Certain it is, that the 
Minister of Inland Revenue, Hon. .John 
Costigan, did place his resignation in the 
Premier's hands, but afterwards withdrew 
it. For the time being the ship of state, 
handled by an experienced pilot, got be 
vond the feared breakers on which many 
had fondly cherished lite hope it would 
Htraud. In due course, the sin* 71(0 1001 
for the settling of the troubled waters 
will be made known. A prominent mem- 
ber of the Quebec party, having been 
interviewed, said thai the government 
had given an assurance that the de- 
mands of Quebec would be granted, and 
consequently his parly voted against 
Cameron's amendment. .Mr. Ouimet had 
sent a message to Mr. [Hake intimating 
that he would move an amendment to the 
resolutions, postponing their considera- 
tion until after the claims of his province 
were adjusted, saying thai thirty-live 
French members would support the 
amendment. The Quobecers demand a 
bonus of §12,000 per mile to the North 
Shore Railway; to the Ottawa & Quebec, 
S:i,l>00 per mile; a bridge at Quebec, and 
a railway from St. Lin to St. Raymond, 
near Quebec; total, ten millions; also that 
Quebec be the summer, and Halifax the 
winter port of the Canadian Pacific Kail 
way. Sir Hector Langevin and Hon. 
Mr. Chapleau attended the caucus, oiler 
ing to resign if Quebec's demands were 
not acceded to. 

The Montreal Witness, in discussing 
the situation, says: There seems to be 
an impression in other provinces that 
Ontario has more revenue than she knows 
what to do with, and that a province with 
;i surplus can stand a little depletion with- 
mt injury. It should not be overlooked 
that had the people if Ontario nut taxed 
themselves heavily for railway aid and 
other local improvements, by means of 
their municipal machinery, they would 
have been compelled to get along without, 
the railways, unless the province went in 
debt, as Quebec did, to build them. The 
present surplus, therefore, is really the 
result of heavy taxation, and not of a 
fortunate heritage. The people here 
understand the matter perfectly well, ami, 
therefore, if any change is made 111 the 
financial basis of Confederation they will 
demand an increased share under the new 
deal. Moreover, the annual expenditure 
of the province has been increasing ho 
steadily, while the chief sources of reve- 
nue have been glowing less fruitful, that 
receipts and expenditures do little more 
than exactly balance each other. The 
most important item in our expenditure 
is the amount spent in maintaining lun- 
atic asylums, prisons, etc., and this must 
go on increasing unless the hilrdeii of 
paying for the inmates of these refuges is 
thrown back on the municipalities, just 
as the chief part of the burden of rail 
way aid has been. It is therefore certain 
I hat no matter what Quebec votes for, 
Ontario will insist on being equally well 
paid, and she will then be in a position to 
redistribute a portion of her surplus with 
a view to enabling (he municipalities to 
get rid of some of their railway debt. If 
so reasonable a request is refused, then so 
much the worse for Confederation. This 
is the talk indulged in even by Conserva- 
tives, ami before man)' days it may find 
voice on the floor of the Legislature. The 
proceedings of the Quebec government are 
most eagerly watched, and if the die is 
cast as Mr. Taillon wauls it, lie may find 
Ontario instead of <>uoln;c walking out of 
Confederation.

the home government in creating a colony 
is to get parliament to describe its boun- 
daries in a "statute."

come and of several Cariboos; neveithe- 
less we must accept Canada's interpeta- 
tion of the statute whatever it is; we must 
do nothing; we must carry out the great 
principle of "always and ever 110!'' The 
present government of the province do 
not agree with this recommendation. They 
propose to examine, and to secure, the 
territorial sights of the province under a 
reasonable construction of the Imperial 
statute describing the eastern boundary 
of British Columbia. The discussion will 
bo carried on amicably but firmly, his 
a discussion that necessarily will occupy 
time, but the exigency of events requires 
pre arrangement of a temporary character 
immediately and this now receives the at- 
tention of the government. Our contem- 
porary evidently is utterly ignorant of the 
history and present position of the case. 
But it suetus to be willing enough to do 
what it can to damage the interests of the 
province, and (o put weapons into the 
hands of Canada. Fortunately its ability 
is not equal to its instruction. A journal 
that talks of the "Sinuosities of the 
Apices" is not a formidable critic in a 
diplomatic discussion.

Incorporation <»f Port !ttoo«ly, 

Editor CoLOiSisr — An attempt to get 
the town of Port Moody incorporated, 
against the wishes of tile majority, was 
made 'last week by a few intriguers at a 
secret meeting held at Port Moody. The 
means adopted to accomplish the end are 
so revolting to the proverbial British fair 
[day that the whole thing ought to be ex- 
posed, which I propose to do. It being 
well known to the intriguers that all the 
property owners and the majority of the 
qualified voters at Port .Moody are against 
incorporation, a public meeting was not 
to be thought of, but a secret meeting re- 
sorted to, which was held late 111 the 
evening 011 the 25th of February last. On 
that evening, after dark, when it was 
thought every citizen would enjoy Ins own 
fireside, the intriguers left their houses, 
and, picking up some respectable citizens 
on the way, who it was thought could be 
easily quelled, prueeeded to the gaol 
building and there held their meeting, 
passing resolutions endorsing incorpor- 
ation, etc. S) secretly was the whole 
business managed that a number of citi- 
zens living within a stone's Lhrow of the 
gaol building knew nothing of the pro- 
ceedings, which were found out only by 
Mr. Hamilton, happening to drop in by 
accident. Signatures of persons quali- 
fied and disqualified to vote were taken 
alike, and many obtained by gross mis 
representation. Thus Mr. Met lillivray , 
who is the leaderof the move, told some 
citizens who objected to the indecent haste 
in the matter, that the provincial secre- 
tary had informed him the incorporation, 
if wanted, must be done quickly or else 
it could not be done for a long time on 
account of the attorney general being 
about to leave. No doubt Mr. McGil- 
livray was making an unwarranted- use of 
the provincial secretary's name. 

The deceptions practised did not stop 
with the obtaining of signatures. Some 
of the signers, after having had the sub 
ject properly placed before them, wanted 
their names struck off the petition. I'o 
these Mr. McGillivray said he had dropped 
the whole matter for the present on ac 
count of the strong opposition ; and so 
skilfully was tins spread through town 
that it was generally understood the mat- 
ter had been dropped, when 111 fact the 
petition was on its way to Victoria. 

Hut there was another set of men— the 
large proprietors— to be quelled. Oapt. 
Clarke and others had gone to New 
Westminster for legal advice and consul- 
tation, and to take steps, before depar- 
ture of steamer for Victoria, to counter- 
act the work of the intriguers. This was 
known and must lie stopped. The fol- 
lowing telegram to Capt. Clarke, which I 
obtained from him with permission to use. 
was of course intended to keep every 
body quiet until too late to move in the 
matter. It shows to what extent decep- 
tion was carried on : 

Port Moody, 20th, 18X4. 

Received at New Westminster, Feb. 
20th. 

To Capt. T. A. Clarke, N. \V. , 

Have telegraphed provincial secretary 
to return petition and intend to have 
public meeting and give all a fair chance 
(Signed) T. S. MoGlI.MVRAY. 

I have good reason for believing that 
such telegram to the provincial secretary 
was not sent as stated. 

In the mean time all most interested in 
Port Moody, or at least all who could be 
found at so short notice, have stmt a 
counter petition to the government asking 
that I lie petition for incorporation bo not 
granted. It is earnestly hoped the gov 
eminent will listen to this eounterpetitioii. 
A comparison of the .signatures of the two 
petitions will satisfy anyone as to which 
ought to receive consideration. The 
petition for incorporation was the outcome 
of a secret meeting of sum II owners, as- 
sisted by railway hands and people hav 
ing little to lose.

Detroit wife murderer, who broke gaol at 
Sandwich, Out., was arrested at Pullman ! 
yesterday. After his escape from Sand- 
wich gaol he remained concealed in De- 
troit some days when he and another fu 
gitive started to walk to Chicago. They 
were three weeks traversing the distance j 
and the journey was replete with hard 
ships and vicissitudes. They slept in old 
barns and Bchoolhousos and were three 
times arrested on suspicion of being hard 
characters. Arriving in Chicago Fhipps 
made for Pullman anil obtained work in 
tho car shops. Phipps said there were 
four persons in Pullman who knew his 
secret and he attributes his arrest to in- 
formation divulged by them. He dreads 
Canadian law, and says he will not go 
back to the Dominion unless the law com- 
pels him.

Must be Enforced. 

(Exclusive to The Colonist) 

WiNNii'KO, Mnrch C. 

A large number of delegates, are present 
in t he city attending Iho Farmers' Union 
Convention, which was organized lo-day, 
and drafted a-aolutiims to bo submitted 
to the conventiuii to-morrow. A rjoocl 
deal of Lalli lias been indulged in btit fun- 
eral unanimity prevails. All are determin- 
ed to enforce the demands of the province. 
Tho present conventiuii most decide what 
course must be taken. Secession from 
confederation is strongly urged and an 
appeal to the British government seems 
inevitable. A decisive action is expected 
to-morrow. 

The following is a summary of the reso- 
lutions that were unanimously carried to- 
day: The immediate construction of a 
railway from the head of navigation on 
Lake Winnipeg to Fort Churchill on Hud- 
son Bay. Abundance of traffic is already 
assured. This route will be of vital im- 
portance to the Red river valley. Its 
is practicable beyond a question. Twenty- 
five cents a bushel will be added to wheat 
grown in the valley. All the interests of 
the northwest will be stimulated by its 
construction. While Manitobans don't 
desire political union with the United 
States, a close commercial union and un- 
trammelled intercourse is absolutely 
necessary. The Red rivor channel 
should bo improved for steamboat traffic 
by tho United Suites mid Canada. A 
committee was appointed to prepare u 
resolution to bo submitted to the pruvin 
cial legislation to provide for currying out 
these resolutions. Opposition to the 
scheme will not be serious. Tho province 
will raise money to pay interest on cost of 
construction for building and equipping 
tho road and operating tho same. 

London, March (i — A hand and glove 
fight between Jack Stew irt, of London, 
and Mervyn Thompson of Cleveland, 
Ohio, took place to-night in tho Opera 
House. Six rounds were fought when a 
posse of polico arrested the men. They 
wero placed under bonds of §800 lo ap- 
pear for trial. JSach of the men was 
cautious. A large crowd witnessed the 
exhibition. 

Montreal, March 0. — Traffic receipts 
on the Canadian PaciSc for 188H were

Robinson Stands Up Before 
Sullivan, 



FA EES DOWN BEFORE BE- 
ING STRUCK 

And Loses Hie Fight, 

(Exclusive to the Colonist.) 

San Francisco, March ii. — Fifteen 
thousand people wero inside the Pavilion 
this evening to witnoss the Sullivan-Rob- 
inson match. It is estimated that us many 
more were turned away. The receipts 
from the sale of tickets was closo on §20,- 
000. Tickets sold at $5 in advance. The 
police were distributed in the audience to 
preserve order. Sullivan made his first 
appearance in the ring in first-class form 
and was greeted enthusiastically. In a 
few minutes latter ho was followed by 
Robinson, whose condition was unfavora- 
bly commented upon by the audience. 
The former weighed 2-10 pounds; tho lat- 
ter 170. The announcement that three 
ounce gloves would be used was hissed, 
when it was resolved to use eight ounce 
gloves Thos. Chandler was chosen ref- 
eree; Hiram B. Cook acted as time koep- 
or for Robinson; William Muldoon 
for Sullivan. Robinson was knocked 
down eight times in four rounds, going 
down at each blow of Sullivan without 
receiving punishment The second round 
was an exact repetition of the first round, 
with this difference, thai Robinson went 
down 1-1 times in rapid succession. In 
the third round, the same manuuvres on 
the part of Robinson, who, however, did 
not succeed so well in avoiding punish- 
ment, he getting several severe blows, 
none of which, however, appeared to 
take the starch out of him. In this round 
a claim of foul was made by Sullivan's 
time-keeper, that Robinson fell without 
being struck by Sullivan. The claim was 
not noticed in time by the referee, and 
thus allowed to pass. Fourth round, 
Robinson's trick of falling was declared 
out, thoro being an exchange of blows 
tu-; evident for the referee to allow it to 
pass. The round was not finished. The 
match Was given to Sullivan and a foul 
specified as above. Robinson escaped 
without apparent punishment though 
Sullivan planted several left handed 
under cuts on his face as 
Robinson was in the. act of going 
down. Robinson's conduct was severely 
censured by the spectators. Sullivan was 
loudly cheered. A mutch had been arrang- 
ed between Pete .McCoy aud Prof. Young, 
(Dutchman) but was stopped by tin- police, 
tin account of no gloves being used.

County Court.

Yesterday morning at 11 o'clock the 
County Court opened, his lordship the 
chief justice presiding. 

Bouoherat and Cauisuaa vs. Blair. -This 
was an action for Still 40 for goods deliver- 
ed, including interest. 

His Lordship held there was no contract 
for interest, and gave judgment for the bal- 
ance of the claim, amounting to $05 50. 

.Mr. \V. K. Bull for plaintiff. 

P. D. Goepel vs.F. Barnard. — This was an 
action to recover §150 for two months' 
wages as clerk in the U. C. express office, of 
which the defendant had paid S7. r > into 
court. 

The plaintiff had boeu engaged in the li. 
C. express office, at the rate of $75 per 
mouth. The engagement really commenced 
on .Ian. 1st. On the 18th Jan. he was told 
he waa not required, and on the 28th Mr. 
Barnard offered him $100, but plaintiff de- 
clined it saying he wanted S15U, as he was 
entitled to a month's notice. 

The defendant alleged that the plaintiff 
was really on trial, as he had given no 
bonds; he moreover objected to his hand 
writing and alleged he had made errors in 
posting the books. (Books produced and 
errors shown by .Mr. Bales.) 

His Lordship said that tho ease was one 
of oath against oath, and he did not think 
either party knew exactly what he hud 
agreed to. The hand writing of the plaintiff 
he thought good, but his errors showed ig- 
norance. He thought the plaintiff was en- 
titled to be puid for the running month, or 
more. He must give a verdict for plaintiff 
for $75 and costs, in addition to the $75 paid 
into court. 

Mr. Hett appeared for the plaintiff and 
Mr. Eberts for the defendant. 

Frank Albany vs. Clements and Morris- 
on. This was a claim for wages as a boat 
keeper at tin- rate of $55 per month. The 
amount claimed amounted to $134 1)0, The 
ease was -postponed for two weeks to allow 
additional evidence to be heard on the par! 
of defendants. 

Deserters Ca'vtured, — At one o'clock 
this morning threo deserters from H.M. 
S. Heroine, were lodged in the city gaol 
by Sergt. Flo win and officer Sheppard, 
who captured tho men at Tod's bay, lying 
under a tent which had been spread upon 
the ground. They had been told by some 
Indians thoy would be quite safe. They 
might iiave added, safe to be caught, for 
the natives, having carefully covered them 
with canvas, straightway led the officers 
to the spot. The deserters had in their 
possession about §40, and were disguised 
as merchant sailors. Two were strong, 
able men, and were handcuffed as they 
lay upon the ground, otherwise they 
might doubtless have given tho police 
officers some trouble.

Sir John's health appears to be giving 
way, " The grand old man," though well 
striken in years is still able to control 
the house with a masterly hand. 

Hon. Mr. Sullivan, premier of l'rince 
Edward Island, is m Ottawa. He has 
succeeded in inducing the Dominion to 
take over the wharves, etc., built by tho 
local government since entering confeder- 
ation. The province will lit; recouped 
$125,000 on ibis account. Tho transfer 
will save to the province si yearly expendi- 
ture of $200,1100. 

By many it. is asserted that Mr. Costi- 
gan's usefulness as a cabinet minister is I 
gone and that he will shortly leave tho 
cabinet and be appointed to some minor 
otlice in the country. 

Sir Charles Tupper has not voted on 
any question so far this session. It is 
said he fears the enforcement of the in- 
demnification not. It is understood that 
at the close of the session he will resign 
his seat in the house and retain his posi- 
tion of high commissioner. The choice 
to fill his place is likely to be Mr. Daly, 
while Mr. Wood of Westmoreland will 
succeed Mr. Costigan. 

As far as can be gathered, the Domin- 
ion License Act will bo quietly but firmly 
ignored in the city of Quebec, and any at- 
tempt to enforce it will be seriously re- 
sisted. The local authorities will issue I 
licenses as usual uudor the Provincial I 
Act, and if any Dominion prosecutions 
follow they will be contested in tho courts 
and carried in appeal, if necessary, to tho 
highest tribunal of the empire. Public 
opinion, locally speaking, is unanimous 
in the resolve to repeal any further en- 
croachments on Provincial rights. 



The Chinese in California. 

The San Francisco Examiner says: 
"We have told the people of the Pacific 
coast all along,' that the republican party 
east of the Rocky Mountains wa.s almost 
unanimous in opposition to the Chtneso 
Restriction Act. The vote in tho commit 
tee of the house on the Chinese bill, re- 
ported on Thursday, fully sustains this as- 
surance. It was a strictly party vote, 
every republican opposing the bill and 
every democrat, voting for it. It is not 
difficult, under these circumstances, to 
ascertain which party is in favor of the 
cheap labor and the barbarous economies 
of the Chinese, and which is opposed to 
them. The Chronicle in reference to the 
question Bays, Whenever the Chinese ap- 
pear to be acting honestly it is always 
wise to keep a little sharper watch than 
usual upon thorn. This has been demon- 
strated lately in the case of inimigiation 
to this coast. The cause of the sudden 
cessation of coolie arrivals turns out to be 
a diplomatic effort to win good opinion 
at Washington to tin? prejudice of the 
new Chinese Act . The .sensation caused 
by the determined effort to smuggle 
Chinese coolies into this country was so 
great that the Mongolian intriguers de- 
cided that the process must be deferred 
for a time. But they may be counted on 
to resume their old tactics if they succeed 
in convincing congress that their ways are 
not .lin k and their tricks are not vain. 

A Legal Boom. 

Following the land boom in Winnipeg 
and the northwest territories comes a law 
boom. A meeting of the legal society of 
this province waa recently hold in Winni- 
peg at which resolutions wore passed to 
memorialize the minister of justice to in- 
crease the judiciary of the province. Tho 
bench there, in addition to tho chief jus- 
tice, comprises but four judges, a number 
entirely inadequate to the work of the 
country. At the opening of tho autumn 
assi/.es there were over 400 cases on the 
docket fur hearing, 153 of which wore jury 
cases. The assi/.e continued uninterrupt- 
edly until t!ie commencement of the Hil- 
ary term. Tho opening assi/.e commenced 
last Monday with over 100 remands from 
last assize with a large accumulation of 
now work. Tho attorney-general is re- 
ported to have said that there were 143 
remands from the October assizos and 
they would leave to-day as ho did not, 
suppose they intended enlarging the term 
any more, from 28 to 30 rules yet to be 
argued. Ho also spoke of tho number of 
equity cases set down for hearing and the 
enormity of the docket for the coming as- 
si/.e. He estimated that it would take 
the court at least, a year and a half to pull 
up the arrears of work, saying nothing of 
the causes set down meantime.

EUROPE. 

London, March 5. — Troops from Trin- 
kitat have not yet landed at the town of 
Suakin, but a httlo south of it. An Arab 
at Suakin from Osman Digma's camp re- 
ports the rebel leader is still bitterly hos- 
tile to tho English. 

An Irish immigration company with a 
capital of twenty-five thousand pounds 
has been formed, with Parnell as chair- 
man, and Sir Baldwyn Leigh ton, Jacob 
Bright, and Kdmond Dwyer Gray, mem- 
bers of parliament among the directors. 

The police are searching for dynamite 
in all directions as it is believed that bags 
of explosive material have been deposited 
in various quarters of the city by a sus 
piciotis party known to lie an Amer.can. 
who lias been noticed lingering in the 
neighborhood of Windsor Castle. It is 
expected that on St. Patrick's day the 
knife will be substituted for dynamite and 
that some officials will be killed. 

The British admiral at Cjueeuatowii has 
promised a deputation from Cork the use 
of a steam launch to convey the remains 
of Jerome Collins fr.nn Qiieeiislown to 
Cork. The admiral will allow any offi- 
cers or men wishing to act as escort to the 
remains of deceased to do so. The pen- 
nant on board of the guard ship will be 
lowered when the .steamer City of Chi- 
cago conveying the body from New York 
arrives oil' Roches' Point. 

A box containing a galvanic battery 
and a bottle filled with a dark Haiti has 
been found in the railroad station at 
Weaton-Super-Mare, a watering place in 
Somerset, on the British channel. The 
box was ornamented with a skull and 
crossbones, and the galvanic battery was 
wrapped in a copy of the Bristol Jour- 
nal. 

Two members of the (inn of Parker, 
solicitors, Bedford Row, London, have 
absconded, having misappropriated their 
clients' title deeds. Their liabilities are 
between one aud two million pounds. 
They had borrowed five hundred thousand 
pounds for various speculations. 

Paris, March 0. — Despatches to the 
VIorning News from Havre say there tiro 
thirty Irish-American Eenians here. 
They have a dynamite factory between 
Ambleteuse and Bolotigne, which is strictly 
watched. It is stated that the alleged in- 
former, MoDermott, who is in Paris, has 
offered to give valuable information to Un- 
English police. This he will do at tho 
risk of his life, as the Clan Na (Jael de- 
clare they will assassinate him. A special 
agent from Dublin is aiding Inspector 
Moser. 

Vienna, March 0. — The pulice have 
discovered that the anarchists possess a _ 
large quantity of dynamite. Lectures were 
given last year in workingnien's quarters 
on one of the best methods of making and 
and storing explosives. The police who 
made tho arrest said they discovered three 
laboratories fitted up for making explosives 
with large quantities of dynamite. The 
policu are convinced other laboratories 
exist. The press has therefore been for- 
bidden to publish anything regarding 
thoir movements. Workmen were recent- 
ly caught trying to smuggle small bombs 
from the suburbs into Vienna. It is be-« 
lioved the police have secured the services 
of several anarchist informers. 

Moscow, March (i. — The Gazette points 
out the importance of the removal 
from Paris to Berlin of Prince Orloff, the 
Russian Ambassador, and says Orloff pos- 
sesses the special confidence of the Czar 
and Emperor William; that Europe re- 
quired a guarantee of security, and that 
one of tho best of these is between tier- 
many and Russia. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Baltimore, Md., March, 5.— The Sun 
to-morrow will publish the following 
special from Rome dated to-day: — The 
German, Austrian, Spanish, French and 
other ambassadors are receiving instruc- 
tions to confer with the Italian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs regarding European 
co-operation with a view to reminding the 
Washington government to initiate legis- 
lation against the avowed dynamite emis- 
saries. Some ambassadors approve of 
reviving stringent passports for all voy 
agers. Others say the government at 
Washington is best able to adjust a 
remedy without European interposition. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, ti. — The blood-horse 
association has issued its spring program- 
me of races, which will ojion April 12th. 

The Chinese oigarmakera have, through 
a Chinese paper, published an article in 
which they defy tho lockout association, 
and refuse to return to work for olio dol- 
lar a day. They say: "Since the Ameri 
cans have made a law not allowing any 
more Chinamen to come to the United 
States, and as every branch of industry is 
now being developed on a wider basis 
than before, we therefore must roap our 
part of the profits, hit or miss either way. 
Be of good cheer, our American brother 
craftsmen, we Chinese are increasing!"

ing being effected the new combiiiaton 
will be called the North German liboral 
party. Its programme embraces a strict 
adherence to the constitution »f the an- 
nual budget which will deal with univers- 
al suffrage; secret voting; permanent 
members of the reichstag; liberality of 
the press; public meeting-, and equality 
before law of all religions; liberty anil 
perfect equality of all creeds; suppression 
of statu socialism, and a just assessment 
and taxation with exemption of certain 
articles of consumption. The party will 
oppose the economic system and tho policy 
of favoring special intorest as against 
monopolies, and will advocate the unim- 
paired maintenance of national defence, 
with universal military services of short 
periods, and with an annual fixing of a 
peace contingency army. It further de- 
clares that progress must be based upon 
allegiance to tho emperor and federal con- 
st itul ion. 

London, March (i. -An affray occurred 
yesterday at Posen between laborers on 
railway and inhabitants of tiie village 
The carbineers in endeavoring to sup- 
press the disturbance, were called out, 
killing 8 and wounding 4 villagers. 

Briu.in, March 6. — The Reichstag 
opened to-day with the usual formalities. 
The speech from the throne was read by 
the Hon. Von Boettcher. Il asserts thai 
the chief task of the Reichstag will be in 
the direction of tin- social and political 
affairs. Among the numerous bills an- 
nounced is one providing a scheme for ac- 
cident insurance. After its- adoption, 
which the Emperor recommends, the for- 
mation of a system of insurance for the 
infirm and aged will be completed. This 
is intended to prevent any possible juris- 
diction or attempts to overthrow divine 
and human order of things. 

A bill will be introduced providing that 
anti-socialist laws shall remain in force 
lor a further period. The foreign rela- 
tions of Germany the speech declares are 
in a highly satisfactory condition. Har- 
mony exists between Germany and those 
neighboring friendly powers. The speech 
concludes by saying that the friendship 
of Germany with neighboring Imperial 
courts and the cordial reception given the 
Crown Prince in Italy and Spain proves 
that Germany's prestige is fortified by 
the confidence of foreign sovereigns and 
mil ions in her policy. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Fhancisoo, March 7. At a meet- 
ing of the chamber of commerce this af- 
ternoon, resolutions were adopted protest- 
ing against the proposed action of the 
government confiscating all duties paid mi 
merchandize remaining three years in 
bonded warehouses. A memorial was 
telegraphed the secretry requesting a de- 
lay of 90 days before enforcing the act. 

MEXICO. 
Mkxico, March 0.— The northern and 
southern divisions of the Central railway 
is within eight miles of the Junction. 
Preparations have been made for complet- 
ing that distance in one day. This will 
be done by Saturday. Through traffic 
commences immediately.

EUROPE. 

London, March C— In the House of 
Commons to-night Lord Hartington secre- 
tary of state for war moved an appropria- 
tion of £380,000 to cover cost of the Sou- 
dan expedition. Mr. Stanley, conserva- 
tive, criticized severely the government's 
Egyptian policy. Mr Gladstone replied 
that tho expedition to Assouan involved a 
great change of policy. It was asserted 
that necessary precaution had to be taken 
to pi event the excitement from spreading. 
The government would adhere to its tie 
termination to pay no heed to remarks uf 
foreign papers, aud had no intention of 
assuming the government of Egypt. Such 
an act. would bo a gross breach of the 
public law of Europe. (Cheers ) The 
troops would be withdrawn at. the earli- 
est moment possible. Henry Labouchero 
(radical), moved to reduce the appropri- 
ation to £100,000. 

Gen. Graham lias been ordered to dis- 
perse within 10 miles of Suakin, but not 
to operate at a greater distance. When 
these have been dispersed it is believed 
the tribes will become friendly. 

Gen. Graham with 3,000 men advanced 
from Suakin ou Monday against Osman 
Digma. The force will consist of 120 
artillerymen, seven-pounders, 10 moun- 
tain and four Krupp guns, 02 sailors with 
2 nine-pounders, three engineers guns 
and the 10th and 20th Hussars. Osman 
Digma remains at Haildoob ready to ac- 
cept battle. 

Newspaper Copyright Bill. 

The following is a copy of the bill in- 
troduced by Senator Sherman in the 
United States Senate, on Tuesday, 
granting copy right to newspapers: lie 
it. enacted, etc., that any daily or week- 
ly newspaper, or any association of 
daily or weekly newspapers, published 
in Llie United States, or any of the 
Territories thereof, shall have the soled 
right, to print, issue and sell, for a 
term of eight hours, dating from the 
hour of going to tho press, tho contents 
of said daily or weekly papers, or the 
collected news of said association, ex- 
ceeding ten words. 

Sec. 2. That, for any infringement 
of the copyright granted by section 1 
of this act, tin; party injured may sue 
in any court of competent jurisdiction, 
and recover in any proper action the 
damages sustained from the person 
making tho infringement, together with 
the costs of suit. 

A duplicate to the foregoing measure 
will be introduced in tho House of 
representatives at the earliest oppor- 
tunity.

We have all been to 
Egypt or Syria, anil many of us have 
he^n bitten by his lung front teeth, 
trampled over by his long noiseless 
feet, deafened by his angry roar, and 
insulted by the affected, not to say 
lonrmtn of his head and neck and the 
protrusion of his contemptuous upper 
lip. No one who thus knows him at 
home letains a spark of belief in tin? 
beast's patience, amiability, tidelcty, or 
any other virtue. The camel must be 
reckoned among the lost illusions of 
youth!" 

Urge it to get up on two legs; and 
it. remonstrates vociferously; but once 
get it going, with the string through 
its nose tied to the tail of the camel in 
front of it and it will keep on going 
just as long as the one in front of it 
keeps on (lulling its nose. But the 
moment oik- camel in a line stops they 
all stop. There is "patience" of course 
in tiiis perpetual plodding, but, so far 
from being admirable, it used to ex- 
asperate tin; British soldiers, both in 
Afghanistan and Egypt, into the most 
ludicrous paroxysms of indignation. 
The brutes moved like machines, at a 
regulated rati; of motion, and not one 
step would tiny take faster than 
another. To the bewilderment of 
"Tommy Atkins,'' they paid noatention 
whatever to sticks; but suddetly, as if 
it, had made up its mind that life was 
not worth more trouble, a camel would 
comedown on its knees with a thump 
. — and there remain. The gap would 



be made good, the file pass on, and the 
sulking camel be left whore it had 
knelt down, wiht its head supercilious- 
lv in the air. And there it would 
patiently starve to death. It was no 
use taking off the load; the camel had 
refused to "hold thefort"any longer.and 
persisting in thinking life impossible, 
insisted on dying. — Belgravia

Why. we 
line) them the most sociable, kindly, 
honest people in the world, possessed 
of all the household virtues, kind to 
their wives and children. Then the 
French, they go in for quality rather 
quantity, everything they make is a 
work of art. Their children have few, 
and they have are very expensive, and 
must be' played with in a quiet, genteel 
wav. How do you find the French] 
Why, very oolite, refined, sauve. Take 
the Chinese. They arc a great toy na 
tion; they ascend to the sky and desend 
into the sea for ideas in regard to toys, 
and spare no pains in making them. 
Dragons, and giants, and dwarfs, and 
strange fish, and sea serpents, and curi- 
ous nondescript beings and animals all 
serve, and they give the children plenty 
of them; result in that, the Chinese are 
like the Germans, among themselves 
sociable, great foi feast days and cele 
brations, and very industrious. Japane 
se arc much the same. The English now- 
run more on out-door toys and games 
which exercise — projectiles, tennis, foot 
ball, cricket, shinny, hoops, marbels. 
The boys play tags and pullawag, and 
all such running games, and the girls, 
play ring games. How do we find the 
English? Jovial, athletic, rough, and 
boisterous. Again, look at the Spani 
ards; very few toys they use. What's 
the result? Why, they are treacherous, 
harsh, implacable' Then the Indians — 
our own Indians — the only toy they 
have is the bow. Well, now, this cult: 
vated the killing instincts onlv. What 
was the result! Why, we had to kill 
them all oil', they were entirely untame- 
able. The Esquimaux, he has no toys 
at all, and he is the meanest specimen 
of mankind on God's footsool."
